Agassiz considered, and with justice, that the separation of the ganoids from the other 
fishes into the rank of a special order, as the greatest step towards progress for which science was 
indebted to him; and on the basis of the comparison of the fossil fishes of all formations with 
living forms, he enunciated several generally valid laws, which have had an important bearing 
ou the development theory of the whole organic world.’’— Nature , April 24th, 1879.
